Urban and Metropolitan Development, a new course in metropolitan transportation 
problems, will be offered for the first time at The George Washington University 
in the fall semester« Special attention will be paid to transportation in the 
metropolitan area, and to the recent area Hass Transportation Survey 
and the proposals resulting from it e The course will be offered by the 
Department of Political Science, but will be interdisciplinary in approach. 

Among the topics to be covered will be: historical review of the role of 
transportation in the growth of cities; XfiiM changing character of the contemporary 
metropolis and its implications for transportation; methods of study of transportation 
needs, including formulation of the problem, development of models, data gathering, 
analysis, and prediction; the promise of new technology, institutions for equating 
transportation supply and demand, including land use planning, traffic regulation 
and pricing; the role of the private auto and public transportation; and 
governmental organization for transportation in the metropolis. 

Henry M* Bain, Jr., will teach the course. Mr. Bain has been associated with 
transportation studies and planning in the Washington area for several years, first 
in the preparation of the organizational and financial studies of the Mass 
Transportation Survey, later in the writing and editing 6f the final report of 
this survey, and most recently as a consultant to the Joint Congressional Committee 
on Washington Metropolitan Problems, in its consideration of the legislation 
setting up a National Capital Transportation Agency, recently signed by 
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URBAN AND METROPOLIS DEVELOPMENT, GWU 2222 

President Eisenhower. Mr. Bain is currently a consultant to Idle Rand Corporation 
at Santa Monica, California, a research organization, which is beginning a 
three—year study of urban transportation problems. 

The course will be open to graduate students and, with the permission of 
the instructor, advanced undergraduates. Financial support for the new course 
comes in part from the Washington Center for Metropolitan Studies, which plans 
to help local universities build their course offerings and research efforts 
in fields relating to metropolitan problems. 

Urban and Metropolitan Development will meet on Thursday evenings from 
8 to 10 P.M. The first class meeting will be this coming Thursday, September 29, 
I960.

A team of George Washington University researchers are confronted with a 
case of a missing community. 

Contracted by the Outdoor Recreation Resources Review Commission to find out 
how much U. S. shoreline exists for this and future generations* recreation, they 
began to write coastal towns to find out. 

Their query to Bayocean, Oregon, was returned with a cryptic message written 
on the envelope, "Return to sender. City of Bayocean, Oregon abandoned. Washed 
into ocean." 

Although this is an extreme case of erosion, the answer may help the researchers 
when they formulate recommendations on erosion control legislation-one of their 
assignments. 

The team, composed of a geographer. Dr. Robert Campbell; an engineer. Dean 
Martin Mason; and a political scientist. Dr. Hugh LeBlanc, will pay particular 
attention to the Washington and the tidewater Potomac area in a study of land 
use, ownership, marina facilities, and plane for recreational use of the Potomac 
shoreline. 

But the bulk of their study will be devoted to the Atlantic, Pacific, Gulf, 
and Great Lakes shorelines. Results of a questionnaire sent to over 600 United 
States couhties and municipalities will provide information showing current 
facilities, how they were acquired, by whom they are administered and their 


attendance records 
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Attention will also be focused on accessibility of these areas* boating* 
one of the fastest growing outdoor activities; and state* county and municipal 
plans for future shoreline recreational use. Existing legislation concerning 
water pollution* erosion control* and the licensing of structures on or near 
coastal waters will also be studied* 

The results of this study will be given to the Congressionally authorized 
Outdoor Recreation Resources Review Commission in April* 1961, and will include 
an inventory of present shoreline conditions and projections for the years 1970 
and 2000. 

The commission will report to the President* Congress and thfe state legisla¬ 
tures by September 1* 1961* with comprehensive information and r ecommendations 
on methods to preserve, develop and secure shoreline recreation resources.
